New York Jurist Requires Bethle- 
hem Steel to Meet Interest at 
Rate of Dollar’s Old Parity.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—An order 
of Supreme Court Justice Aaron 
Steuer on file today requires the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., in effect, to 
pay interest on an issue of bonds 
at the old gold parity of the dollar.

60 Bethelhem bonds of $1000 par 
value which provided for payment 
of interest either in dollars, pounds 
or Dutch guilders at set rates.

Witness Tells of Holdup 
Plot and the Shooting of 
Tobacconist and Wife 
Dec. 22, 1933. 


Charles Douthitt, 28-year-old ex- 
convict, resumed his account, on the 
witness stand today, of the murder 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Abeln 
in an attempted robbery 13 months 
ago. 

Before taking the witness stand 
yesterday Douthitt pleaded guilty 
in the presence of the jury. Circuit 
Judge Russell leaned forward and 


asked him: “Do you realize the na- 
ture of the charge to which you are 
pleading?” and the ex-convict an- 
swered: “‘Yes, sir, I do.” Then he 
mounted the stand, the first wit- 
ness for the State in the trial of 
Frank Kennedy, also an ex-convict 
and alleged leader in the robbery. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn 
will ask for the death penalty for 
Kennedy. 

Douthitt, a trembling, pallid, 
black-haired fellow, shabbily dressed 
in brown, spoke in a low-pitched 
monotone during the early part of 
his testimony. He told of going 
to grade and high school, of having 
had two jobs before he was caught 
in a robbery at the age of 19 and 
sentenced to eight years in prison 
upon his plea of guilty. 

It was in the penitentiary, he re- 
lated. that he met Kennedy, and 
their co-defendant, Arthur Schnelt, 
who is awaiting trial for the Abeln 
murders. Douthitt was released 
from prison Jan. 18, 1932, married, 
and began to assotiate with Ken- 
nedy and Schnelt, whom he used 
to see in a saloon at 1505 South 
Broadway. Schnelt’s half-brother 
was the bartender, the witness said, 
but he understood that Schnelt was 
the real owner. 

Talk of “Knocking Off Job.” 

He had a conversation with 
Kennedy and Schnelt, he related, 
“about knocking off a job. 
talked about making some money 
and asked me if I wanted to join; 
said they would cut me in on it. 
I said no.” 

“IT stayed with them, talking, all 
afternoon and went to the saloon 
again the next day,” the witness 
continued. “We talked ahout the 
same thing we had before; about 
robbing someone. Kennedy told me 
it was an easy job, that he and 
Schnelt had looked it over and 
there was a man and 2 woman to 
be robbed. We had a few drinks. 

“Then they asked me again if I'd 
go, and I said I would. This was 
Dec. 21, 1933. I came back to the 
saloon that night and we sat around 
having qa few beers and reading the 
papers and talking until a quarter 
of 12. Then Kennedy said it was 
time to go. 

“Riding out Broadway, they told 
me for the first time we were going 
to rob the Abeln cigar store at 3928 
South Broadway. When we. got 
there, they showed me the lights 
inside, and said when they went 
out, the people inside, who were 
checking the money, would come 
out with it. Schnelt handed me an 
automatic pistol. Kennedy picked 
one up from the floor of the car. 


Approach to the Store. 


“Schnelt parked the car where he 
was supposed to wait for us. Ken- 
nedy and I stood in the doorway, 
watching the lights. We talked 
some about how we were going to 
rob them and made our plens. 
must have waited there an hour. 
Then the lights went out and we 
started. I walked toward them. 
Kennedy was cutting across the 
street and coming up behind them.’ 

At this point the ashen-faced 
witness gulped and looked down at 
Kennedy, who was facing him 10 
feet away. After a moment he con- 
tinued, hesitantly, “The man had 
his hand in his right coat pocket 
and he and his wife had their arms 
linked. They were arm in arm. 
They came. closer to me. I didn’t 
know he had a gun. They noticed 
me.” 

Again he stopped. There was si- 
lence as the slender man in the 
tawdry brown suit stared out across 
the courtroom for fully 30 seconds. 
Then, slowly, with obvious effort, 
he said: “Just at that time Ken- 
nedy was behind the man and 
woman.” 

Once more the witness stopped, 
and for a moment there was no 
sound except his heavy breathing. 
He bent forward until his head 
was almost between his kness; 
straightened and looked at Ken- 
nedy and bent again as if in men-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—A broad 
social security program designed as 
protection against “hazards and 
vicissitudes of life’ was laid before 


Congress today by President 


Roosevelt. 

Asking for swift action by the 
Senate and House, he recommend- 
ed these four specific types of leg- 
islation: 

“1. Unemployment compensation. 

“2. Old age benefits, including 
compulsory and voluntary annui- 
ties. 

“3. Federal aid to dependent chil- 
dren through grants to states for 
the support of existing mothers’ 
pension systems and for services 
for the protection and care of home- 
less, neglected dependent and crip- 


pled children. 

“4. Additional Federal aid to state 
and local public health agencies and 
the strengthening of the Federal 
Public Health Service.” 


“I am not at this time recom- 
mending the adoption of so-called 
health insurance,” he said, “al- 
though groups representing the 
medical profession are co-operating 
with the Federal Government in 
the further study of the subject 
and definite progress being 
made.” 


Wagner Offers Bill. 

With a bill by Senator Wagner 
(Dem.). New York, ready to effec- 
tuate the presidential recommenda- 
tions, Mr. Roosevelt laid down 
“three principles” for guiding the 
program along a not “too ambitious 
a scale.” (The Wagner bill was in- 
troduced later). He said: 

“In the first place, the system 
adopted, except for the money nec- 
essary to initiate it, should be self- 
sustaining in the sense that funds 
for the payment of insurance bene- 
fits should not come from the pro- 
ceeds of general taxation. 

“Second, excepting old age insur 
ance, actual management should be 
left to the states subject to stand- 
ards established by the Federal 
Government. 

“Third, sound financial manage- 
ment of the funds and the reserves 
and protection of the credit struc- 
ture of the nation should be assured 
by retaining Federal control over 
all funds through trustees in the 
Treasury of the United States.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said Federal actiog 
“is necessary to and conditioned up- 
on the actions of the states. ’ 

“Forty-four Legislatures are meet- 
ing or vill meet soon,” he said. “In 
order that che necessary state ac- 
tion may be taken promptly it is 
important that the Federal Govern- 
ment proceed speedily.” 

His message was accompanied by 
a 40,000-word report of his Commit- 
tee on Economic Security detailing 
ways and means of accomplishing 
the recommendations. 

Federal Payroll Tax. 

As to unemployment compensa- 
tion, the President says he has con- 
cluded that the most practical] pro- 
posal is for a “uniform Federal pay- 
roll tax, 90 per cent of which should 
be allowed as an offset to employ- 
ers contributing under a compul- 
sory state unemployment compen- 
sation act. The purpose of this is 
to afford a requirement of a rea- 
sonably uniform character for all 
states co-operating with the Federal 
Government and to promote and

Schiek Explains Absence. 

Schiek appeared today in .Judge 
O’Malley’s chambers and asked that 
the judgment be set aside, explain- 
ing that*he had been unable to 
present his defense yesterday due 
to a heart ailment which confined 
him to bed at his home, 1006 Tamm 
avenue. The Judge said he would 
be unable to act on the request 
without a formal motion. Schiek 
said he would file such a motion. 

The disbarment was the twelfth 
in St. Louis in the last two years. 
After filing only two disbarment 
petitions in 10 years, the Bar As- 
sociation, with Thomas F. McDon- 
ald as new chairman of the Griev- 
ance Committee, began an aggres- 
sive campaign against unethical 
lawyers in June, 1932. Since then 
there have been 21 petitions filed.

Pressed by Nathan Burkan, coun- 
sel for Taylor’s children, who are 
opposing the claim, Dr. Ott said he 
understood that Taylor had “put his 
daughter up in some hotel—she was 
his guest.” 

“Mr. Taylor was supporting her?” 
Burkan asked. “Certainly,” Dr. Ott 
replied. 

“Until Jan. 2, 19287” “He did.” 

Miss Ott’s common-law wedding 
to the 72-year-old millionaire is al- 
leged to have taken place Jan. 1, 
1928, at the Ott’s home in Pittsburg. 
Miss Ott now is 27 years old. 

Dr. Ott said Taylor invested $1000 
in a company formed to promote a 
lawnmower invented by the dentist, 
but did not expect to profit by it. 

“He told me,” Dr. Ott said, “he 
was trying to help me and that he 
didn’t need any money. He had 
plenty of his own.” 

Although Dr. Ott said that the 
Ott family had many friends in 
Pittsburg, a letter Dr, Ott had sent 
to Taylor in April, 1929, was read 
into the record. 

“I want so much to get away 
from here, more especially on my 
wife’s account than anything else,” 
the letter said. “She says she feels 
an atmosphere among her supposed 
friends that makes her feel uncom- 
fortable and she wants to stay away 
from them. Even her P. E. O. 
members seem toshowit. They are 
having an open meeting, giving a 
program, and haven't said even 
‘Boo’ to her, much less ask her to 
sing. . ‘ 

“It seems they can’t believe it 
possible that anyone would do for 
anyone what you have done for our 
family without a motive.

Postmaster-General Would Be Appointed for

MONETARY CONFERENCE MAKES 
EIGHT PROPOSALS FOR REFORM 


Endorses Central Bank, Further 
Cut in Value of Dollar, 
Payment of Bonus, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Eight 
proposals for monetary reform 
were put into one resolution adopt- 
ed at a conference called yesterday 
by Senator Thomas (Dem., Okla.) 

The demands include payment of 
the bonus with new currency and 
a central bank to control money, 
reduce its value “at least’’ to the 
1926 level and hold it there. 

Thomas said yesterday’s meet- 
ing, attended largely by advocates 
of inflation, was to prove that ex- 
pansionists could agree on a pro- 
gram. 

Father Charles E. Coughlin of 
Detroit, attacked bankers and ad 
vocated a central bank. : 

The eight-point program includ- 
ed: 

(1.) Conversion of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank into a new Government 
owned bank in control of currency, 
credits and demand deposits, with a 
first duty of paying off depositors 
of banks closed since Jan. 1, 1930. 

(2.) Creation of a “sound and 
adequate currency” immediately by 
detaching the dollar from gold and 
by remonetization of silver. 

(3.) Issuance of currency solely 
by the central bank. 

(4.) Payment of the bonus by le- 
gal tender notes. 

(5.) Termination of public

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 17.—Fifteen 
rebels were killed in a three-hour 
fight with Federal troops near the 
town of Chiautla, Puebla, the War 
Department announced yesterday. 
Emilio Acosta said a number of 
their rebels escaped, but had to 
abandon seven horses and a quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition. 

The rebels were encountered 
Tuesday by the Federal’ troops, 
driven out of two strongholds in 
the mountains and pursued for 15 
miles. Two of the 90 Federal sol- 
diers were wounded. 


DEADLOGK IN GHACO 
IN SERIES OF BATTLES 


Bolivia’s Third Line of Defense 
Apparently Has Stopped 
Paraguayan Advance. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 17.—A se- 
ries of battles in the northwest 
Chaco apparently has changed the 
military situation very little, and 
observers predict the deadlock may 
continue’ indefinitely. Bolivia’s 
heavily fortified “third line’ seems 
to have stopped the Paraguayan 
advance. 

Neutral reports from the Argen- 
tine indicate that the hilly terrain 
along the 60-mile front along which 
Bolivian and Paraguayan armies 
estimated at 60,000 men apiece con- 
front each other, is helping the 
well-entrenched Bolivians to hurl 
back the Paraguayan thrusts. A 
general battle might put 80,000 
men or more into action, if Bo- 
livia brings up recently mobilized 
reserves and Gen. Jose Estigarribia 
uses all available Paraguayan 
forces. 

This, however, apparently de- 
pends largely on tactics. The Bo- 
livians obviously are waiting for 
Gen. Estigarribia to make the first 
move. Meanwhile, the Bolivian 
Commander-in-Chief, Gen. Enrique 
Penaranda, is bolstering his lines 
and speeding the mobilization of 
reserves. 

Observers say that Gen. Estigar- 
ribia must pay 
in lives if he hopes to capture 
Villa: Montes, Bolivia’s major base, 
and continue his drive into Bolivia 
proper. 


League to Lift Embargo as to Bo- 
livia if Paraguay Holds Out. 
GENEVA, Jan. 17.—Because 
Paraguay has failed to accept the 
League’s plan for peace in the Cha- 
co, the League’s Chaco Advisory 
Committee voted yesterday to rein- 
force the arms embargo against 
Paraguay and lift the embargo 
against Bolivia which has accepted 
the plan. Bolivia henceforth will 
be free to buy, and nations adher- 
ing to the League’s embargo will 
be free to sell armaments and mu- 

nitions. 

The committee’s action took the 
form of recommendations to the 
Governments now imposing the em- 
bargo on the Chaco belligerents. 

The League action creates deli- 
cate problems for the United States. 
Congress, in authorizing the embar- 
go, stipulated that it should operate 
against both belligerents.

GENEVA, Jan. 17.—The League 
of Nations Council today unani- 
mcously voted for the annexation of 
the Saar Basin territory to Ger- 
many. 

The Council's action came as @ 
result of last Sunday’s plebiscite in 
which 90 per cent of the voting in- 
habitants of the Saar registered 
their desire to be reunited with the 
nation from which their territory, 
was cut off by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles ending the World War. 

Pierre Laval, Foreign Minister cf 
France, made a solemn appeal for 
a rapproachement between France 
and Germany, declaring: “It is one 
of the essential conditions of an ef- 
fective guarantee of the peace of 
Europe.” 

The French Foreign Minister 
said that the result of the great 
Saar plebiscite showed that the 
voters categorically had expressed 
their desire to return to German 
sovereignty and that the League 
Council now had to proclaim the 
annexation of the territory to the 
Reich. 

The annexation will be March 1 
and, by agreement between France 
and Germany, an agreement 
reached earlier today, all problems 
concerning the process of making 
the transfer are to be settled be- 
fore Feb. 15. Such problems as 
are not solved will be turned over 
‘to a committee of the League of 
Nations and the League Council 
itself shal] decide what course must 
be taken on any disputed point. 

Praise for Hitler. 

Laval had praise for Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler. He pointed out that the 
German leader in speaking to the 
Saarlanders had stated his desire 
that no unfortunate incident should 
accompany the return of the Saar 
to the Fatherland and that com- 
plete discipline should be observed. 

“Speaking thus,” said the French 
Cabinet Minister, “I am certain that 
Hitler wished to show his will to 
avoid all reprisals against those 
who have freely expressed their 
opinion in their vote.

What the Railroads Need 


Faced by necessity, 


railroads at last are modernizing equipment, ending cutthroat 


competition and co-operating with Government; writer discusses steps that will 


save them and prevent heavy defaults; urges 


economies, improvements and Fed- 


eral control of competitors; asserts private rail ownership is getting its last trial.

penetrated railroad consciousness that 

the scrimping of maintenance and ware 
reductions are not the way to success and 
solvency, and that a surer road is in such 
imprcvement of service as will put the rails 
on even terms with competitors who have 
been outthinking and outmarching them. 

Another proof of intelligence is that the 
master minds in control of American rail- 
ways have finally learned that cutting one 
another’s throats is a criminal Stupidity re- 
sponsible for most of their misfortunes, 
With governmental regulation making their 
rates the same, with equipment and speeds 
much the same, there has been no real com- 
petition among the roads for years, yet 
they have insisted on Keeping up their bat- 
tling while water carriers and motor trans- 
port have’ walked off with the business. 

Nothing is more illustrative of the 
changed point of view than the organiza- 
tion of the Association of American Rail- 
roads, an all-inclusive merger of various 
existing bodies. Here, after weary years of 
cross-pull, is an explicit pledge to put co-or- 
dination and co-operation above individual 
and selfish advantage. 

Behind these activities is a very compelling 
reason. The financial condition of the 
railroads presents a problem that cannot 
be dodged. Twenty-six companies, with an 
Operating mileage of 40,000 miles, are in 
the hands of receivers or trustees: railroad 
bonds in the sum of $1,556,000,000 were to- 
tally or partially in default as of March 15, 
1934. Between 1934 and 1938, the lines must 
meet funded debt maturities totaling $1,- 
388,000,000, also RFC loans of $330,000,000, 
PWA advances of $220,000,000 and _ short- 
Class I railroads 
as a whole failed to earn interest and fixed 
charges the last two years, and interest 
matured and unpaid at the end of 1933 
amounted to $258,000,000. 
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Something has got to be done to save the 
Situation. It is not only that the railroads 
constitute the backbone of America’s trans- 
portation system, and will continue to be its 
backbone for a long time to come: there is 
the grave danger that lies in permitting raii- 
road securities to drift into default. 

Of the 11 billions of railroad bonds out- 
Standing today, five billions are owned by 
Savings banks and insurance companies, 
which means that the real owners are some 
63,000,000 policyholders and thousands won 
thousands of depositors. Some two billions 
are held by churches, colleges, hospitals and 
charitable organizations as endowments. 
The preservation of the value of this in- 
vestment is of paramount importance. 

Consolidation, of course, presents a sure 
way to order, economy and stability, but 
experience has shown that consolidation is 
something that cannot be left to the volun- 
tary action of the railroads, They tried it 
out under the Transportation Act of 1920, 
and never was there a more tragic mess. 

What the Association of American Rail- 
roads will undoubtedly attempt is to gain 
the benefits of consolidation while avoid- 
ing its hazards. One of the plans under 
consideration would permit unification or 
joint use of terminals; better utilization and

A,recent Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion report showed that $2,000,000 a year 
could be saved by a unification of terminals 
in Kansas City. An equal saying could be 
made in virtually every railroad center in 
the United States. Aside from ending this 
annual waste of millions, there is the speed- 
ing up of service to be considered. 

Economy, of course, is bound to mean re- 
duction in employment. The brotherhoods 
may be expected to fight to the death 
against further reduction in working forces, 
and the Government itself will not look 
kindly on additions to the army of unem- 
ployed. The association can, and undoubted- 
ly will, get around this stumbling-block by 
a far-flung plan of retirement annuities, un- 
employment benefits, dismissal wages and 
special placement services.

Aside from money, there is much that 
the Government can do for the railroads. 
now that they are showing a disposition to 
help themselves. One of the first pieces of 
legislation that the association will ask of 
Congress is that all competitors shall be 
Subjected to the same regulation that now 
governs the rails. They want, and will in- 
sist, that motor transport, water carriers. 
aircraft and pipe lines be brought under the 
law. The proposal does not mean that trucks 
and barges and planes and busses are go- 
ing to be put out of business, but it does 
mean that America’s transportation system 
will be given some semblance of order. 

Another contribution the Government can 
well afford to make to the welfare of the 
railroads is in connection with fitting them 
for the new equipment. To get the best out 
of light construction, high-speed trains, 
much will have to be done in the way of 
straightening curves, rail replacement and 
the elimination of grade crossings. The 
Government could justify appropriations for 
grade-crossing elimination on the score of 
life-saving alone. 

While the Iron Horse was never in worse 
shape one way, in another way he was 
never in better shape. Every management 
is sweating to modernize its lines and im- 
prove service, and for the first time in his- 
tory, the Government and the rails are pull- 
ing together, both driven by a common fear. 
The administration knows, as do the mag- 
nates, that private ownership and operation 
of the lines is being given its last trial. 

As a grim matter of fact, there is in the 
United States right now a considerable vol- 
ume of public opinion in favor of com- 
pulsory consolidations. For the present at 
least, the administration is disposed to give 
the railroads ample opportunity to show 
what they can do for themselves and by 
themselves, backed by RFC loans and PWA 
money as far as consistent with prudence. 
If, however, the Association of American 
Railroads fails to meet the high hopes of 
its founders, either some partnership ar- 
rangement or public ownership is a cer- 
tainty.

HE real work of the Securities 

Exchange Commission has just 

begun. Heretofore it has not 
required the registration of listed 
stocks. 

But beginning this month, every 
stock listed »y any company on any 
exchange in the United States must 
be duly registered. This registra- 
tion requires the filing of complete 
information regarding the assets, 
liabilities, etc., of the company, as 
set forth in Form 10. 

Over the drawing up of this form 
there was considerable secret de- 
bate within the Commission. Some 
favored a questionnaire requiring 
extremely detailed information. 
Some were for more leniency. 

In the end, it was decided to be 
more lenient. However, if the SEC 
does not get all the information it 
needs, it may request anything un- 
der the sun beyond the question- 
naire. 

The danger, of course, is that the 
personnel of the SEC may grad- 
ually soften up. There have been 
one or two indications that this was 
in the cards.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. — Re- 
turning to consideration of the 
World Court, the Senate heard 
Senator Long of Louisiana say to- 
day that the United States might 
become involved in another Europ- 
ean war if it became a member.

Refugees Crossing Into France in 
Increasing Numbers. 

FORBACH, France, Jan. 17.— 
‘Emigres from the Saar Basin ter- 
ritory entered France in increasing 
numbers last night and today. 

Many of those who fled from the 
Saar, and Nazi rule, were penniless. 
French border officials distributed 
reduced fare street car tickets 
to enable them to reach concentra- 
tion points. 

The French Consulate at Saar- 
bruecken, authorities said, has is- 
sued several thousand visas to fa- 
cilitate the flight of anti-Nazi Saar- 
landers. 

A group of men arriving from 
Neuenkirchen said two Communists 
had been attacked and killed ‘n 
their homes “by Nazis” and that an- 
other man’s house was wrecked.

A refugee from Saarlouis said he 
had seen a man beaten and his face 
cut and that salt was then rubbed 
into the cut.

Sixty men, women and 
children, carrying large bundles, 
walked several miles from the 
frontier to the railroad station. 
Three hundred others had arrived 
by train and on foot by 4 p. m. All 
of them, according to French offi- 
cials, said their lives had been 
threatened. 

French customs agents, who con- 
trolled the Saar’s imports and ex- 
ports under the League of Nation’s 
administration, were withdrawn 
from the frontier and from the 
Saar territory. Saar officials re- 
fused to accept shipments of milk 
from the French Province of Lor- 
raine. Similarly, France rejected 
certain Saar goods, including yeast 
for French beer. 

The loss of the Saar’s milk mar- 
ket is a blow to Lorraine dairy men.
